We  have  posters]  snd 
boosters,  bill  boards  and  electric  signs.  | We 
may  not  be  as  wise  in  our  generation  as  tbe 
children  of  this  world  but  we  prove  good  Im- 
itators and  hav*  borrowed  or  filched  ma4y  of 
their  methods  of  drawing  the  crowd  without  a 
proportionate  measure  of  success.  We  Insist 
that  everybody  must  Invite  somebody  else;  tell 
everybody  about  tbe  meeting,  urge  them  to  dome. 
' tell  them  that  we  are  going  to  have  a good 
meeting,  that  we  have  the  best  preacher  we  lhave 
ever  bad,  the  best  and  the  biggest  of  everything. 
Everything  must  be  done  to  "whoop  up"  tbe 
crowd  and  create  a favorable  atmosphere. 

Now  put  In  contrast  with  the  above  thel  fol- 
lowing, “Jesus  withdrew  * * • and  many]  fol- 
lowed Him.  and  He  healed  tbem  all,  and  charg- 
ed them  that  they  should  not  make  Him  kn^wn; 
that  It  might  he  , fulfilled  which  was  spoken 
through  Isaiah  the  prophet,  saying.  Behold  my 
servant,  * * * I will  put  my  spirit  upon  [lllm 
and  He  shall  declare  judgment  to  tbe  Gentiles. 
He  siui  11  not  strive  nor  cry  aloud.  Neither  phall 
any  one  hear  His  voice  In  tbe  streets.  A bruis- 
ed reed  shall  He  not  bieak,  and  a smoking!  flax 
shall  He  not  quench,  till  He  send  forth  judg- 
ment unto  victory,  and  in  His  name  shall  tbe 
Gentiles  hope.”

The  more  ot  the  power  of  | the 
Holy  Ghost,  the  less  need  of  loud  advertising 
and  hip!  hip  hurrahing!  We  need  to  go  f>ack 
to  Jesus  to  learn  wbat  Is  the  secret  ot  His  suc- 
cess. He  didu’t  have  to  advertise  for  a crowd, 
but  tried  to  restrain  men  from  telling  what  had 
been  done  to  them.  He  retired  to  tbe  deserts 
and  men  followed  Him. 

This  is  not  to  condemn  or  even  disparage]  the 
proper  use  of  advertising  or  any  suitable  m^ans 
of  reaching  the  people.  But  the  emphasis  lhust 
be  put  on  the  main  thtng.  “It  is  not  by  might 
nor  by  power  but  by  my  Spirit  saith  the  l|g>rd 
of  hosts."  The  necessity, for  fuss  and  furious 
effort  to  impress  the  world  will  disappear  i(  we 
have  the  Spirit  of  Jesus.  The  armies  of  Europe 
today  are  not  fighting  their  battles  In  tbe  news- 
papers; they  are  not  carrying  press  agents  nor 
even  permitting  them  to  accompany  them.  The 
method  of  Jesus  is  In  the  strength  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  not  even  straining  His  voice  so  as  tb  be 
heard  at  a distance,  not  discarding  the  weak 
things  such  as  a bruised  reed  or  smoking  flax. 
But  He  will  never  fail  or  be  discouraged  til^  He 
send  forth  judgment  unto  victory.

Many  visitors  come  out  to  see  It  snd  admire  It 
and  some  school  men  say  It  Is  the  handsomest 
and  completest  college  building  in  the  State. 

The  large  barn  has  been  completed  and  ♦e 
are  expecting  to  be  supplied  with  milk  and  but- 
ter from  our  own  Jersey  herd.  The  first  cut- 
ting of  grass  on  the  campus  gave  us  quite  s 
quantity  of  nice  hay. 

Of  course  we  have  been  anxious  over  tbe  war 
situation  and  the  serious  financial  complica- 
tions It  has  brought  upon  us.  And  yet  we  are 
trusting  that  the  same  loving  hand  which  has 
led  us  so  far  will  guide  us  through  these  time# 
that  try  men’s  souls.  At  this  date  (September 
5th)  we  have  thirty-eight  more  room  fees  than 
on  the  same  date  of  last  summer.

AN  MISSION  WORK  IN  LOUISIANA

ness. 

While  on  the  field,  the  missionary  must  halve  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  a foreign  and  difficult 
langauge.  He  Is  compelled  to  have  a perimal 
language  teacher  Tor  many  years,  or  he  must  go 
to  a language  school.  Either  course  is  expen- 
sive. His  children  must  he  educated — always 
a costly  process  in  heathen  lands.  OftenL  he 
must  send  them  back  home  for  their  education. 

Hence  the  board  allows  every  missionary  falnily 
1100  per  year  for  each  child  under  ten  yeafs  of 
age  and  9150  for  each  child  between  ten  and 
eighteen  years  of  age. 

Moreover,  every  missionary  family  must  jia^e 
a home  In  which  to  live.  In  many  places  it 
Is  Impossible  to  rent  suitable  houses,  becpuse 
the  native  houses  are  dark,  damp  and  unsan- 
itary, and  to  live  In  them  would  mean  sickness 
or  death  for  the  missionary  and  his  family.  The 
board  must  buy  the  land  and  build  houses  for 
the  missionaries.  In  countries  where  the  houses 
can  be  rented,  they  are  expensive.  Every  • 
church  or  out-station  requires  a chapel  or  ranted 
hall  for  preaching  services,  Sunday  School  and  . 
prayer  meeting.  The  mission  schools,  Which  taugl 
are  absolutely  necessary  for  educating  the  khll-  Italy, 
dren  of  native  Christians,  and  especially^  for  versii 
training  the  native  workers,  must  have  teadhers 
and  buildings.  Theological  students  and  the  *** 
women  In  the  training  schools  need  help.  Just  boari 
as  many  of  the  same  class  of  students  need  help  coum 
In  the  homeland.  The  medical  missionaries 
must  have  hospitals  if  they  are  to  do  their  best 
work.  The  Christian  hospital  is  a might!  aid 
to  evangelism  in  heathen  lands.  Another  pow- 
erful factor  In  the  evangelistic  work  ia  the 
printed  page.  There  is  need  of  printing  plants 
to  send  out  Bibles  and  Christian  literature  for 
vast  populations.  All  of  these  things  require 
buildings  which  must  be  owned  by  the  boafd  or 
rented,  and  where  the  buildings  are  owned,  jhere 
is  always  the'  additional  coat  for  repairs  and 
taxes. 

The  native  Christians  are  beginning  to  furnish 
some  of  these  things  for  themselves;  butt  for 
the  most  part,  the  mission  churches  are  imall 
and  the  people  are  poor.  They  do  wondeijfully 
weli.  but  for. a long  time  the  board  will  have 
to  help  these  struggling  churches. 

Thus,  it  Is  clear  that  the  salaries  of  the  mis- 
sionaries and  native  workers  are  only  a part 
of  the  cost  of  mission  work.  The  additional 
cost  varies  very  much  In  the  different  field*.  It 
Is  much  greater  In  Brazil  and  Argentina  than 
In  China  and  Africa,  hut,  while  the  wonk  in 
Brazil  Is  expensive.  It  is  our  most  successful  kork 
when  measured  by  the  number  of  converts  re- 
ported each  year  In  proportion  to  the  numoer  of 
missionaries  employed.  The  board  considers 
carefully  every  Item  of  expense.  Naturally,  we 
desire  to  make' the  best  showing  possible  far  the 
money  Invested.  There  would  be  no  economy 
however,  in  stinting  the  missionaries  in  thej  mat- 
ter of  equipment  to  such  an  extent  as  to  Impair 
their  efficiency. 

If  anybody  can  show  how  a large  and  success- 
ful missionary  work  can  be  carried  on  foi  less 
money,  the  Foreign  Mission  .Board  would  most 
gladly  welcome  such  a demonstration.  If  It 
Is  possible  for  missionaries  to  maintain  their 
health  and  do  successful  work  without  homes  and 
equipment,  we  would  like  to  know  Jt.  Until 
some  one  can  tell  us  how  to  do  the  work  with 
less  cos(.  we  will  have  to  go  on  earnestly  and 
prayerfully  striving  to  administer,  to  the)  best 
of  our  ability,  the  great  trust  committed  tp  our 
hands.^In  Christian  Index.

What  the  so-called  Christian  nations  of  today 
are.  as  compared  with  the  Roman  empire  under 
Caesar  Augustus,  is  due  to  the  religion  brought 
to  earth  by  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  who  never  In- 
timated to  his  disciples  that  their  business  was 
"social  service.”  They  would  promote  the  bet- 
terment of  society,  but  not  as  a means  of  ad- 
vancing his  kingdom.  He  made  no  account  of 
the  social  order  of  his  day.  There  were  abuses 
In  governments  and  In  the  affairs  of  private  ljfe, 
such  as  we  of  today  know  nothing  of.  but  Jeius 
did  not  instruct  his  disciples  In  "social  service. 
He  told  them  to  proclaim  the  "kingdom  of 
heaven,"  assured  that  where  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  is  established  a social  betterment  has  al- 
ready begun.  It  may  be  true  that  pre-millenar- 
ians  do  not  take  much  stock  In  effort*  to  better 
the  social  fabric  without  putting  the  gospel  into 
It.  They  do  not  turn  aside  to  scrub  their 
neighbor's  kitchen  when  they  know  that,  If  he  Is 
made  a servant  of  Christ,  redeemed  by  blood 
divine  and  made  a new  creature  In  Christ  Jesus, 
he  will  scrub  his  own  kltcher.  He  believes  that 
the  bread  of  life  will  do  more  for  a suffering 
soul  than  will  .he  beat  . loaf  fiom  a kitchen 
bakery.  He  does  not  believe  that  a sincere 
servant  of  Jeaus  Christ  Is  tramping  the  country,
